February 2nd Marks 
58th Anniversary Of The 
Army Nurse Corps 


February second marks the 58th 
anniversary of the Army Nurse 
Corps whose members are serving 
everywhere American Troops are 
stationed. 

Founded in 1901 to insure ade- 
quate military medical care, the 
Corps has established an envia- 
ble record of distinguished service 
during three armed conflicts. In 
peacetime, as well, the Corps has 
been a leading force in the move. 
ment to improve the nursing care 
of all patients, civilian and mili- 
tary 


Although Army Nurses now 
serve as commissioned officers in 
grades from second lieutenant to 
colonel, they once were paid only 
$2 a month plus room and board. 
That was long ago in Revolution- 
ary days when: George Washing- 
ton first obtained federal pay for 
nurses. 

The 19th Century saw American 
nurses responding to the war 
needs of both Confederate and 
Union troops and to the Spanish. 
American War call for profession- 
al people to alleviate suffering. 

The two World Wars and the 
Korean Conflict were further op- 
portunities for women to provide 
vital nursing services to our 
troops around the world. In Pu- 
rope and Asia, Army nurses dis- 
tinguished their corps with a 
coe of highly honorable ser. 
vice. 

And still there is an important 
place of duty for nurses in the 
Army. Nursese are attached to 
American units throughout Eu- 
rope and Asia and serve with 
Military Advisory Assistance 
Groups in Turkey, Iran, Viet Nam 
and Taiwan.
